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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claim 5 is objected to because of tine following informalities: at line 2, "4" should 
be deleted. Appropriate correction is required. 

2. The following Is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Marcolin (4,923,001). 

Marcolin discloses a cooling module including two separate cooling 
sections (Fig. 2) that would be capable of use as a charge air cooler and a 
recirculated exhaust gas cooler, the cooling sections each including a heat 
exchange bundle (Fig. 2), the bundles being made of aluminum and/or aluminum 
alloy (col. 2, line 44), the bundles being held together by brazing (col. 3, lines 12- 
13), the bundles being capable of having been assembled in a single brazing 
operation. Note that "assembled in a single brazing operation" is considered to 
be a product by process limitation, and as such is met if the structure could have 
been made by the claimed process, whether it actually was or not. 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or deschbed as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the phor art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 2-13, 15, and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Marcolin (4,923,001) in view of Schwarz et al (6,105,668). 

Marcolin discloses a cooling module as claimed with the exception of a wrapper 
housing the cooler bundles. Schwarz et al discloses a cooling module having a wrapper 
(Fig. 1) that encloses the heat exchanger, the wrapper having rims assembled with the 
header boxes (Fig. 1 ), and including two half casings capable of sliding with respect to 
each other (Figs. 3 and 4), the half casings having U shaped cross sections (Figs. 3 and 
4). It would have been obvious in view of Schwarz et al to provide a wrapper for the 
heat exchanger of Marcolin, the motivation being to make the assembly more rigid and 
to better protect it from damage. 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Lefeber, Iran, Stark, and Banzhaf et al are cited to show heat exchangers 
with housings.
